The  Rev.  Edward  Rutledge. — This  amiable 
man  expired  at  Savannah,  Georgia,  on  the  13th  ult.  ; 
leaving  behind  an  interesting  family,  and  a  wide  cir¬ 
cle  of  friends  to  deplore  his  loss.  But  to  the  Church 
of  his  affections,  to  the  General  Missionary  Society, 
of  which  he  was  one  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
to  the  cause  of  Christianity,  his  death  is  a  wound  of 
no  ordinary  severity 

He  was  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  and  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  the  year  1816.  After  taking  or¬ 
ders,  he  officiated  for  a  season  at  Springfield,  Mass. 
For  several  years  he  was  Rector  of  the  parish  at 
Stratford,  where  his  zealous  services  were  very  high¬ 
ly  esteemed,  and  will  long  be  remembered  by  his  af¬ 
fectionate  congregation.  From  Stratford  he  removed 
to  Philadelphia,  having  been  appointed  Professor  of 
Moral  Philosophy  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

To  brilliancy  and  readiness  of  talent,  he  added 
fervor  of  feeling  and  eloquence  of  language.  His  pul¬ 
pit  efforts  were  happy  and  impressive;  while  his  cul¬ 
tivated  mind,  the  urbanity  of  his  manners,  the  purity 
and  integrity  of  his  heart,  and  above  all,  the  ardor 
and  simplicity  of  his  piety,  won  the  esteem  and  af¬ 
fection  of  all  who  knew  him.  What  he  accomplished, 
while  spared  to  the  Church,  was  the  pledge  of  a  great 
amount  of  good  which  would  have  resulted,  had  his 
valuable  life  been  continued.  His  plans  of  use¬ 
fulness  were  various  and  judicious;  but  God,  who 
secth  not  as  man  sceth,  called  him  hence  in  the  midst 
of  his  days.  Cut  off  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of  man¬ 
hood,  he  has  left  another  confirmation  to  the  oft-re¬ 
peated  admonition,  be  ye  alto  ready.

The  Missionaries. — The  New  York  Commercial 
has  a  letter  from  Washington  dated  Maw.h  20,  which 
says,  Gov.  Lumpkin  had  advised  his  friends  in  Con¬ 
gress,  in  letters  received  on  that  day,  that  he  will  not 
discharge  the  IMissionaries,  that  he  will  not  abandon 
the  survey  and  disposition  of  the  Cherokee  lands,  and 
(hat  he  will  enforce  the  laws  of  Georgia,  in  relation 
to  the  Indians  and  their  territory,  in  opposition  to  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  the  mandates  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court.  It  is  also  said,  iu  the  Governor’s  let¬ 
ters,  that  the  people  of  Georgia  and  their  constituted 
authorities  will  all  support  him  in  maintaining  tiic 
laws  of  Georgia. 

A  letter  has  been  puhlislied  in  the  Georgia  Journal, 
from  Mr.  Troup,  late  Governor  of  Georgia,  and  now 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  in  which  he  savs  tint  Mie  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  (Cherokee  case, 
will  prove  to  be  brutum  fnlmen,  and  that  “  tlie  Judges 
know  you  will  not  yield  obedience  to  tticir  mandates.” 
He  says  that  the  President  “  will,  if  1  mistake  not, 
defend  the  sovereignty  of  the  Stales,  as  he  tvould  the 
sovereignty  of  the  Union.” 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  thelTnitcd 
States  has  been  received  by  the  Supremo  (^ourt  of 
Gwinnett  county, Ga,  The  case  was  suspended  as  one 
too  weighty  to  be  immediately  acted  upon. 

Emigration  to  Oregon. — Twenty-two  emigrants 
on  their  way  to  the  Oregon  territory,  have  arrived  in 
Baltimore  in  the  brig  Ida,  from  Boston.  Thej’  have 
with  them  their  necessary  travelling  and  camp  equip- 
pages,  and  arc  about  to  take  up  their  line  of  march. 

Girard’s  Square. — The  Pliiladelphia  Chronicle 
states  that  the  lot  between  llth  and  12,  and  Market 
and  Chesnut  streets  in  that  city,  known  as  Girard’s 
Square,  presents  within  its  enclosure  quite  a  business 
appearance;  that  measures  have  already  been  taken 
to  have  the  buildings  put  up  according  to  the  direction 
of  its  late  proprietor ;  that  the  excavations  for  the  cel¬ 
lars  have  been  commenced  on  Chesnut  street,  and  the 
large  quantity  of  earth  removed  remains  upon  the  spot, 
preparations  being  now  in  a  state  of  forsvardness  to 
convert  it  into  bricks  upon  the  premises. 

There  are  now  finished,  in  progress,  and  projected 
in  the  United  States,  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  miles  of  Rail  Roads. 

The  whole  amount  of  money  expended  on  the  pub¬ 
lic  buildings  at  Washington,  up  to  1830,  is  stated  to 
be  |J, 228, 879.  Of  this  the  Capitol  alone  has  co^t

Hoi.i.and  and  Br.iGiuM. — Count  Orloff,  envoy 
extraordinary  and  Aid-dc-Camp  General  of  the  Em¬ 
peror  Nicholas,  has  left  London  for  the  Hague,  to  en¬ 
ter  upon  a  negot  iation  with  the  King  of  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  which  no  one  expects  will  lead  to  any  good 
end.  The  determination  of  King  William  appears  to 
be  irrevocable,  and  wc  are  firmly  convinced  that  it  is 
neither  by  nrgociations  nor  any  soft  words  tliat  his 
o'istinaev,  srhich  has  so  long  kept  the  peace  of  Eu- 
ri  ic  in  suspense,  w  ill  he  overcome.  If  England  had 
not  so  strongly  stipulated  that  our  troops  should  halt 
on  the  frontiers  of  Holland,  and  insisted  upon  their  re¬ 
treat,  wc  should  have  demanded  the  evacuation  of  the 
citadel  of  Antwerp,  and  perhaps  of  Mocstricht,  and 
the  King  of  Holland  Avould  not  now  have  held  a  lan¬ 
guage  so  Ihrcatening.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will 
serve  as  a  lesson  both  to  our  allies  and  ourselves. — 
Metsager  dis  Chamhret. 

riiANCK. —  The  Paris  papers  contain  account*  of 
disturbances  in  several  parts  of  France;  but  the  con¬ 
tinued  improvement  of  the  French  funds  shows  that 
they  are  of  a  very  partial  nature.  This  is  a  pretty 
strong  indication  of  the  confidence  reposed  iu  the 
Government  by  persons  of  property'. 

PoHTi  GAT.. — There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  that  a 
secret  treaty  for  mutual  defence  exists  between  Don 
Miguel  and  the  King  of  Spain.  The  French  and  Eng¬ 
lish  Ministers  of  Foreign  Affairs  have  informed  the 
Spanish  Ministers  that  their  governments  will  not  al¬ 
low  Ferdinand  to  send  troops  to  the  assistance  of  Don 
Mignol. — Don  Pedro’s  first  squadron  had  been  spoken 
at  sea,  liaving  suffered  no  injury  during  the  variable 
weather  w  hich  had  been  experienced  ;  and,  it  was 
supposed  at  Belle  Isle,  must  have  arrived  atTcrceira. 
The  convoys  with  t'le  remainder  of  the  Portuguese 
refugees  had  arrived  frorn  Brest,  at  Belle  Isle,  and  all 
the  rest  of  the  expedilion  were  expected  soon. 

Italy.— The  volcanic  island  has  re-anpeared. 

GaF.ECE. —  The  I.ondon  Courier  announces  posi¬ 
tively  that  the  tlirec  Powers  who  have  taken  Greece 
under  their  protection,  viz  :  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Russia,  liave  determined  to  put  an  end  to  the  dis¬ 
turbed  state  of  that  country  by  establishing  a  regular 
government,  under  the  direction  of  a  constitutional 
Sovereign.  The  Prince  selected  by  the  conference 
is  Olho,  the  second  son  of  the  King  of  Bavaria,  a 
young  man  17  years  of  age,  who  is  said  to  possess 
consiilerahle  aoqnireinents,  and  to  bear  an  excellent 
character.  A  regency  appointed  by  the  three  Powers 
is  to  Itavc  the  management  of  affairs  during  his  minor¬ 
ity.  It  docs  not  appear  that  the  Greeks  themselves 
are  to  have  anv  voire  in  the  matter,  further  than  a 
mere  confirmation  of  the  boy-king’s  election. 

Intelligence  from  I.ima  to  Dec.  28th,  announces  the 
conclusion  of  peace  between  Bolivia  and  Peru. 

From  Guatemala,  Jan.  lOth,  accounts  are  received 
that  martial  law  is  proclaimed  ;  the  late  President  was 
within  a  few  miles  of  the  place,  with  7tK)0  troops,  and 
an  attack  was  hourly  expected.  Another  year  of  civ¬ 
il  war  was  expected. 

The  Governor  cf  .Tamaica  stated  to  (he  Colonial 
Assembly,  Fch.  28,  that  the  rebellion  of  the  negroes 
might  be  considered  as  entirely  quelled. 

Barh  adoes — It  appears  from  an  official  staternent 
puhlisho  I  in  an  Antigua  paper,  that  the  loss  of  lives 
in  the  Lland  from  the  hurricane -on  the  llth  of  Aug.

MISS  DRAPER’S  SEMINARY, 

Fur  the  instruction  of  young  Ladies  in  the  use¬ 
ful  and  higher  branches  of  education,  was  opened  in  the 
city  of  Hartford,  on  the  19th  of  October  last.  For  the 
information  of  those  parents  who  may  wish  to  commit 
their  daughters  to  her  care,  she  submits  the  following 
statement  relative  to  her  Seminary. 

The  studies  constituting  her  course  of  instruction  will 
comprise,  for  the  introductory  class,  Reading,  Writing, 
Spelling,  English  Grammar,  Geography,  Arithmetic, 
History,  and  Composition :  For  the  higher  classes.— 
Natural,  Moral,  and  Intellectual  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
Geometry,  Algebra,  and  Astronomy.  Lessons  will  also 
be  given  in  Drawing  and  Painting  ;  and  instructers,  able 
and  experienced  in  teaching  Music,  and  the  Languages, 
are  engaged  for  those  wlio  may  wish  to  pursue  those 
branches.  Pupils  arc  received  for  any  period,  and  will 
be  charged  only  for  the  time  they  attend.  It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  recommended  that  those  who  are  to  complete  a  full 
course  of  study,  should  enter  the  school  at  an  early  age, 
and  continue  without  interruption. 

It  is  Miss  Draper’s  design,  while  the  ornamental 
branches  receive  a  proper  share  of  attention,  to  introduce 
into  her  Seminary  a  course  of  instruction  as  practical  as 
possible  in  its  operations,  and  no  exertions  will  be  spared 
to  give  her  pu[>ils  an  accurate  and  thorough  knowledge 
of  whatever  studies  they  may  pursue.  Care  will  be 
taken  to  cultivate  and  bring  into  exercise  the  affectioiM  of 
the  pupils,  in  connection  with  a  system  of  morals  found¬ 
ed  upon  and  enforced  by  the  precepts  of  the  Bible,  which 
will  constitute  a  regular  part  of  the  instructions  of  the 
school.
